The inventions are distinct, each firom the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 

§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the product can be used in materially different process. For 
example, Tranilast is known to inhibit the proliferation of Uterine Leiomyoma cells according to 
Shime et al. ("Tranilast inhibits the proliferation of uterine leiomyoma cells in vitro through Gl 
arrest associated with the induction of p21(wafl) and p53, " in J Clin Endocrinol Metab. 2002 
Dec;87(12):5610-7). 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction were not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
